• There was a sad accident Wednes- 
day evening, [just, on tbe eve ol 
Thanksgiving 
day, 
which cast a 


gloom over the city. 


The accident occurred on the B. & 


O. S-W. railroad, and as a result Mr. 
A. D. Patterson, tbe yard master of 
tbe road at this point, was so seri- 
ously injured that he died within a 
few hours. 


The accident took place at York- 


town. Mr. Patterson had gone out 
there with the yard engine and a 
train of cars about half-past 
four 


o'clock. About five o'clock Mr. Pat- 
terson was standing on the end of a 
box car and was stooping over to pull 
a link pin. Tbe engine bumped the 
car to give him slack, and tbe shock 
was so great that Mr. Patterson lost 
his balance and fell off tbe car. 


lie fell between the cars lighting 


on his face and shoulder. He was 
caught between the boxing of tbe 
wheel and a tie and his side crushed 
and his arm broken. By some strangi- 
fate the yard engine crew did not dis- 
cover Mr. Patterson's fate for some- 
time and he lay there in terrible pain 
for almost forty-five minutes beforf 
be was found. 
In the meantime Mr. 


Patterson had managed to drag him- 
self away from the track, just in 


I time to keep from being run over b\ 
good 1 the yard engine, which made a run 


ning switch. 


Finally, about 5:40, the yard crew 


discovered the sad plight of Yard 
master Patterson. 
They 
immedi- 


ately placed him on top of a box car 
and brought him to the city in a 
hurry. 
Mr. Patterson 
seemed 
to 


realize that he was fatally injured, 
and said to the crew: 


"For God's sake get me home as- 


soon as you can, boys, for I fear I 
won't live to get there." 


The injured man was at once con- 


veyed to his residence on West Fourth 
street, where his wife and family 
were waiting on him to come to sup 
per. Physicians were summoned, and 
upon examination It svas fDund that 
his left arm was broken in three 
places and that his left side was 
badly crushed, tbe latter pioducinp 
internal 
injuries. 
Mr. 
Patterson 


lingered until8:40, when he passed 
away. His s»d death \vas a greal 
shock to his many friends in this 
city, and his bereaved wife and little 
ones have the sincere sympathy of 
all. 


Mr. Patterson had only held the 


position of yardmaster of the li. & 
O. S-W. for about two weeks, lit 
was an 
old railroad man, having 


worked twenty years without eves 
receiving a scratch. He seemed to 
have a premonition of the fate thai

Being a 
man of ability and sterling qualities, 
he steadiily climbed tbe ladder until 
he became a through passenger con- 
ductor, and for seven years held tbe 
best run on the Norfolk & Western 
system. Early 5n 1896 he gave up 
railroading in order to be more with 
his devoted family, and settled in 
Wellston, O., as proprietor of tue In- 
ternational Hotel there. la May, 
1897, he came to Portsmouth and took 
charge of the Hotel Safforrl, buying 
out Mr. King, a Southern gentleman, 
who had conducted the hotel for some 
time.
